minimum cost of $203,040, along with the option of adding additional types of equipment, as
needed at any time, which would add additional rental/training charges for the specialized equipment
throughout the various seasons or for unique emergency situations throughout the year; and

WHEREAS, the rented equipment features Tier 4 fuel efficiency, which provides an
estimated fuel cost savings of 15%, VisionLink and Geofencing capabilities for increased oversight
of operations by managing equipment location, usage and security, and a new feature, the quick-
hitch coupler and hydraulic attachment components for multi-attachment uses; and

Positioning System (GPS) enabled equipment will allow clear and transparent tracking for the full
